Deferments  Dropped 

Graduate  students  have  lost  their  selective  service  defer- 
ments (II-S  classification)  effective  last  Friday.  The  new 
draft  ruling  will  continue  to  grant  deferments  to  under- 
graduates and  to  graduate  students  in  their  second  or  sub- 
sequent year  and  to  those  studying  medicine,  dentistry, 
and  veterinary  medicine.  Graduating  seniors  and  first  year 
graduate  students  are  the  ones  mostly  affected  by  this  rul- 
ing. 

"In  a  telegram  to  all  state  directors,  Lt.  Gen.  Lewis  B. 
Hershey  announced  that  the  National  Security  Council 
has  suspended  its  list  of  critical  activities  and  occupational 
deferments,  giving  local  boards  the  discretion  to  grant  oc- 
cupational deferments  in  individual  cases.  This  in  effect 
places  the  fate  of  the  nations  college  graduates  under  the 
age  of  26  in  the  hands  of  their  local  draft  boards. 

To  aid  the  male  students  on  campus  in  understanding 
their  rights  and  obligations  as  provided  in  the  country's 
selective  service  laws,  the  KV  has  printed  below  some  im- 
portant information.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information 
will  assist  you  to  legally  attain  your  objectives  while  pro- 
viding the  widest  latitude  in  terms  of  alternatives  avail- 
able. 


WHAT  YOU  DON'T  KNOW  ABOUT  THE  DRAFT 
LAW  .  .  .  COULD  KILL  YOU  !  !  ! 

The  draft  commands  compliance  to  its  rules  without 
telling  everyone  concerned  what  all  those  rules  are.  It  is 
entitled  to  compliance  but  not  through  ignorance  of  those 
affected.  We  discovered  how  little  is  known  about  the 
law  and  how  difficult  it  is  to  find  any  information  and  de- 
cided something  had  to  be  done.  We  have  spent  months 
researching  the  law  and  have  found  a  lot  of  facts  that  are 
not  generally  known  outside  the  Selective  Service  Head- 
quarters. 

1.  MANY  persons  are  NOT  EVEN  REQUIRED-  TO 
REGISTER  for  the  draft. 

2.  If  you  are  not  required  to  register  and  volunteer,  you 
will  be  registered  WITHOUT  BEING  TOLD  YOU 
DO  NOT  HAVE  TO  REGISTER. 

3.  Few  persons  have  seen  the  draft  law. 

4.  The  government  does  not  give  out  copies  of  the  law 
to  the  public. 

5.  A  "GLASSBLOWER"  is  a  "critical  occupation"  sub- 
ject to  deferment,  there  are  dozens  of  other  "critical 
occupations". 

6.  There  are  two  "services"  which  FULFILL  your  mili- 
tary obligation  besides  the  Army,  Navy,  Coast 
Guard,  Marines  and  the  Air  Force. 

7.  If  you  the  scheduled  for  induction  there  are  many 
postponements  available. 

8.  It  is  possible  to  appeal  classifications  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

9.  There  are  22  other  classifications  available  besides 
"1A". 

10.  The  American  Council  On  Education  says:   "Enroll- 

ment in  the  first  two  years  of  graduate  -and  profes- 
sional schools  next  fall  will  be  limited  to  women, 
veterans,  men  physically  disqualified  and  those  over 
the  age  of  25." 

11.  Beginning  in  July,  1968,  almost  75%  of  all  men  in- 
ducted by  Selective  Service  will  be  college  graduates.

Joint  Statement  on  Students'  Rights 

Furthering  the  Statement  on  the  Academic  Freedom  of  Stu- 
dents forwarded  by  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  (AAUP)  in  1965,  33  representatives'  form  10  na- 
tional educational  organizations  convened  in  November  1966  in 
Washington,  D.C.  to  consider  the  formulation  of  a  joint  state- 
ment on  student  rights.  In  June  1967  a  joint  statement  was 
formed  by  the  AAUP,  the  U.S.  National  Student  Association, 
(NSA),  Association  of  American  Colleges  (AAC),  National 
Association  of  Student  Personnel  Administrators  (NASPA), 
and  the  National  Association  of  Women  Deans  and  Counselors 
(NAWDC).  Ratification  by  the  NSA  ensued  in  August  1967, 
and  in  October  the  Council  of  the  AAUP  concurred.  Accep- 
tances by  the  AAC,  NASPA,  and  NAWDC  are  expected  this 
year. 

Following  is  the  first  half  of  the  actual  text  of  the  Joint 
Statement.  The  remainder  of  the  text  will  be  printed  in  suc- 
ceeding issues. 


Preamble 

Academic  institutions  exist 
for  the  transmission  of  know- 
ledge, the  pursuit  of  truth,  the 
development  of  students,  and 
the  general  well-being  of 
society.  Free  inquiry  and  free 
expression  are  indispensable  to 
the  attainment  of  these  goals. 
As  members  oif  the  academic 
community,  students  should  be 
encouraged     to     develop     the    basis,  not  on  opinions  or  con 


tions  should  use  their  influ- 
ence to  secure  equal  access  for 
all  students  to  public  facilities 
in  the  local  community. 

II.  In  tiie  Classroom 

The  professor  in  the  class- 
room and  in  conference  should 
encourage  free  discussion,  in- 
quiry, and  expression.

capacity  for  critical  judgment 
and  to  engage  in  a  sustained 
and  independent  search  for 
truth.  Institutional  procedures 
for  achieving  these  purposes 
may  vary  from  campus  to 
campus,  but  the  minimal  stan- 
dards, of  academic  freedom  of 
students  outlined  below  are 
essential  to  any  community  of 
scholars. 

Freedom  to  teach  and  free- 
dom to  learn  are  inseparable 
facets  oif  academic  freedom. 
The  freedom  to  learn  depends 
upon  appropriate  opportunities 
and  conditions  in  the  class- 
room, on  the  campus,  and  in 
the  larger  community.  Stu- 
dents should  exercise  their 
freedom  with  responsibility. 

The  responsibility  to  secure 
and  to  respect  general  condi- 
tions conducive  to  the  free- 
dom to  learn  is  shared  by  all 
members  of  the  academic  com- 
munity. Each  college  and  uni- 
versity has  a  d-Uty  to  develop 
policies  and  procedures  which 
provide  and  safeguard  this 
freedom.  Such  policies  and  pro- 
cedures should  be  developed  at 
each  institution  within  the 
farmework  of  general  stan- 
dards and  with  the  broadest 
possible  participation  of  the 
members  of  the  academic  con- 


duct   in    matters    unrelated    to 
academic  standards. 

A.  Protection    of    Freedom    of 
Expression 

Students  should  be  free  to 
take  reasoned  exception  to  the 
data  or  views  offered  in  any 
course  of  study  and  to  reserve 
judgement  about  matters  of 
opinion,  but  they  are  respon- 
sible for  learning  the  content 
of  any  course  of  study  for 
which  they  are  enrolled. 

B.  Protection  against  Improper 
Academic  Evaluation 

Students  should  have  protec- 
tion through  orderly  proce- 
dures against  prejudiced  or 
capricious  academic  evalua- 
tion. At  the  same  time,  they 
are  responsible  for  maintain- 
ing standards  of  academic  per- 
formance established  for  each 
course  in  which  they  are  en- 
rolled. 

C.  Protection  againts  Improper 
Disclosure 

Information  about  student 
views,  beliefs,  and  political  as- 
sociations which  professors  ac- 
quire in  the  course  of  their 
work  as  instructors,  advisers, 
and  counselors  should  be  con- 
sidered confidential.  Protection 
against  improper  disclosure  is 
a  serious  professional  obliga- 
tion. Judgements  of  ability  and

munity.  The  purpose  of  this  character  may  be  provided  un- 
der appropriate  circumstances, 
normally  with  the  knowledge 
or  consent  of  the  student. 

III.  Student  Records 

Institutions  should  have  a 
carefully  considered  policy  as 
to  the  information  which 
should  be  part  oif  a  student's 
permanent  educational  record 
and  as  to  the  conditions  of  its 
disclosure.  To  minimize  the 
risk  of  improper  disclosure, 
academic  and  disciplinary  rec- 
ords should  be  separate,  and 
the  conditions  of  access  to  each 
should  be  set  forth  in  an  ex- 
plicit policy  statement.  Tran- 
scripts of  academic  records 
should  contain  only  informa- 
tion about  academic  status.  In 
formation  from  disciplinary  or 
counseling  files  should  not  be 
available  to  unauthorized  per- 
sons on  campus,  or  to  any  per- 
son off  campus  without  the  ex- 
press   consent    of    the    student 


statement  is  to  enumerate  the 
essential  provisions  for  student 
freedom  to  learn. 

I.  Freedom  of  Access  to 

Higher  Education 

The  admissions  policies  of 
each  college  university  are  a 
matter  of  institutional  choice 
provided  that  each  college  and 
university  makes  clear  the 
characteristics  and  expecta- 
tions of  students  which  it  con- 
siders relevant  to  success  in 
the  institution's  program.

compulsion  or  in  cases  where 
the  safety  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty is  involved.  No  records 
should  be  kept  which  reflect
